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CHAP.  77. 


An  Act  to  incorporate  Prescott  and  Ogdensburg 
Bridge  Company. 

[Assented  to  26th  July,  1946.] 

WHEREAS  a  petition  has  been  presented  praying  that  Preamble, 
the  persons  hereinafter  mentioned  may  be  constituted 
a  corporation  for  the  purposes  and  with  the  powers  herein- 
after stated,  and  it  is  expedient  to  grant  the  prayer  of  the 
petition:  Therefore  His  Majesty,  by  and  with  the  advice 
and  consent  of  the  Senate  and  House  of  Commons  of 
Canada,  enacts  as  follows : — 

1.  William  Mossman  Dubrule,  barrister-at-law,  Joseph  incorporation. 
Gerald   Dubrule,    company    manager,    Frank  Windella 
Dubrule,    company   manager,    Hildred    Louise  Watson, 
married  woman,  and  Blanche  Asenath  Seeley,  secretary, 

all  of  the  town  of  Prescott,  in  the  county  of  Grenville,  in  the 
province  of  Ontario,  together  with  such  persons  as  become 
shareholders  in  the  company  are  hereby  incorporated  under 
the  name  of  "Prescott  and  Ogdensburg  Bridge  Company" 
hereinafter  called  "the  Company". 

2.  The  works  and  undertaking  of  the  Company  are  Declaratory, 
declared  to  be  for  the  general  advantage  of  Canada. 

3.  The  persons  named  in  section  one  are  constituted  the 
provisional  directors  of  the  Company,  and  they  shall  have 
all  the  powers  which  are  conferred  upon  directors  elected 
by  the  shareholders. 

4.  The  capital  stock  of  the  Company  shall  be  five  hundred 
dollars  of  common  stock  divided  into  shares  of  one  hundred 
dollars  each  which  may  be  called  up  by  the  directors  from 
time  to  time  as  they  deem  necessary. 
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5.  The  head  office  of  the  Company  shall  be  at  the  town 
of  Prescott,  in  the  county  of  Grenville,  in  the  province  of 
Ontario,  but  any  general  meeting  of  the  shareholders 
whether  annual  or  special  may  be  held  elsewhere  in  Canada 
than  at  the  head  office  of  the  Company. 

©.  The  annual  meeting  of  the  shareholders  shall  be  held 
on  the  first  Tuesday  in  February  in  each  year  or  at  such 
other  date  as  may  be  determined  from  time  to  time  by  the 
directors. 

7.  The  number  of  directors  shall  be  five. 

8.  The  Company  may  construct,  maintain  and  operate 
a  bridge  or  tunnel  across  the  St.  Lawrence  River  for  the 
passage  of  pedestrians,  vehicles  and  carriages  and  for  any 
other  like  purpose  with  all  necessary  approaches,  roads  and 
works,  from  a  point  in  the  town  of  Prescott,  or  from  a  point 
in  the  township  of  Augusta,  not  more  than  five  miles 
westerly  from  the  westerly  limits  of  the  town  of  Prescott, 
or  from  a  point  in  the  township  of  Edwardsburg  not  more 
than  five  miles  easterly  from  the  easterly  limits  of  the  town 
of  Prescott,  all  in  the  county  of  Grenville,  in  the  province 
of  Ontario,  over  or  under  the  St.  Lawrence  River  to  a  point 
in  the  city  of  Ogdensburg,  or  the  county  of  St.  Lawrence, 
in  the  state  of  New  York,  one  of  the  United  States  of 
America,  so  as  not  to  interfere  with  navigation,  and  may 
purchase,  acquire  and  hold  such  real  estate  including  lands 
for  sidings,  bridge  heads  and  other  equipment  required  for 
the  convenient  working  of  traffic  to,  from,  over  or  under 
the  said  bridge  or  tunnel  as  the  Company  thinks  necessary 
for  any  of  the  said  purposes;  but  the  Company  shall  not 
commence  to  build  the  said  bridge  or  tunnel  nor  exercise 
an}'  of  its  powers  under  this  Act  until  an  Act  of  Congress 
of  the  United  States  of  America  or  other  competent 
authority  in  the  United  States  of  America  has  been  passed 
authorizing  or  approving  such  bridging  or  tunnelling  of  the 
said  river:  Provided,  however,  that  the  Company  may  in 
the  meantime  purchase  by  agreement  any  lands  required 
for  the  purposes  of  its  work  and  undertaking,  prepare  and 
submit  to  the  Governor  in  Council  its  plans,  designs, 
drawings  and  maps  and  do  all  such  other  things  as  are 
required  by  section  ten  of  this  Act. 

9.  The  Company  may 

(a)  expropriate  and  take  any  lands  actually  required  for 
the  construction,  maintenance  and  operation  of  the 
bridge  or  tunnel  or  may  expropriate  and  take  an 
easement  in,  over,  under  or  through  such  lands  without 
the  necessity  of  acquiring  a  title  in  fee  simple  thereto 
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after  the  plan  of  such  lands  has  been  approved  by  the 
Governor  in  Council;  and  all  provisions  of  the  Railway  RS  m 
Act  applicable  to  such  taking  and  acquisition  shall 
apply  as  if  they  were  included  in  this  Act;  and  all  the 
provisions  of  the  Railway  Act  which  are  applicable  shall 
in  like  manner  apply  to  the  ascertainment  and  the 
payment  of  the  compensation  for  or  damages  to  land 
arising  out  of  such  taking  and  acquisition  or  the 
construction  or  maintenance  of  the  works  of  the 
Company ; 

(b )  in  reduction  of  the  damage  or  injury  to  any  lands  At^do». 
taken  or  affected  by  such  authorized  works,  abandon  toreduee 
or  grant  to  the  owner  or  party  interested  therein,  any  %8™^entd 
portion  of  such  lands,  or  any  easement  or  interest  and  award  of 
therein,  or  make  any  structures,  works  or  alterations  damases- 

in  or  upon  its  works  for  such  purposes.  And  if  the 
Company  by  its  notice  of  expropriation  or  some 
subsequent  notice,  prior  to  the  first  meeting  of  the 
arbitrators,  specify  its  decision  to  take  only  such 
easement  or  undertake  to  abandon  or  grant  such  lands 
or  easement  or  interest  in  lands,  or  to  make  such 
structures  or  works  or  alterations,  the  damages 
(including  damages,  if  any,  resulting  from  the  change  in 
the  notice  of  expropriation)  shall  be  assessed  by  the 
arbitrator  or  arbitrators  appointed  pursuant  to  the 
provisions  of  the  Railway  Act,  in  view  of  such  specified 
decisions  or  undertaking,  and  the  arbitrator  or  arbi- 
trators shall  declare  the  basis  of  their  award  accordingly, 
and  such  award,  as  well  as  such  specified  decision  or 
undertaking  of  the  Company,  may  be  enforced  by 
The  Board  of  Transport  Commissioners  for  Canada; 

(c )  enter  into  and  upon  any  lands,  buildings  or  structures  ^sht  ^d 
proximate  to  the  said  bridge  or  tunnel  for  the  purpose  competition 
of  ascertaining  the  state  of  repair  thereof,  and  for  for  dam^es- 
devising  the  best  means  of  avoiding  any  possible 
damage  which  the  execution  of  the  authorized  works 

might  occasion  thereto,  and  make  upon  or  in  connection 
therewith  any  works,  repairs  or  renewals,  for  the 
purpose  of  preventing  or  mitigating  any  such  damage, 
and  the  Company  shall  make  compensation  in  the 
manner  specified  in  the  Railway  Act,  to  all  persons  R.s.,  c.  170. 
interested  for  the  damage  sustained  by  them,  if  any, 
by  reason  of  the  exercise  of  the  powers  in  this  paragraph 
contained;  and  section  two  hundred  and  thirty-nine 
of  the  Railway  Act,  shall  apply  to  the  exercise  of  the 
powers  in  this  paragraph  granted  so  far  as  is  necessary 
to  enable  the  Company  to  carry  them  into  effect. 

lO.  Subject  to  the  provisions  of  section  eight  of  this  Act  Location  of 
as  to  location,  the  said  bridge  or  tunnel  shall  be  constructed  tuinff  °r 
and  located  under  and  be  subject  to  such  regulations  for 
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the  security  of  navigation  of  the  said  river,  as  the  Governor 
in  Council  prescribes  and  to  such  end  the  Company  shall 
submit  to  the  Governor  in  Council,  for  examination  and 
approval,  a  design  and  drawing  of  the  bridge  or  tunnel,  and 
a  map  of  the  location,  giving  the  soundings  accurately, 
showing  the  bed  of  the  stream  and  the  location  of  other 
bridges,  and  shall  furnish  such  other  information  as  is 
required  for  a  full  and  satisfactory  understanding  of  the 
subject,  and  until  the  said  plans  and  location  are  approved 
by  the  Governor  in  Council  the  bridge  or  tunnel  shall  not 
be  built  or  commenced;  and  if  any  change  is  made  in  the 
plans  of  the  said  bridge  or  tunnel  during  its  construction, 
such  change  shall  be  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Governor 
in  Council  and  shall  not  be  made  or  commenced  until  it  is 
so  approved. 

11.  (1)  The  Company  may  issue  bonds,  debentures  or 
other  securities  in  aid  of  the  construction  herein  mentioned, 
to  an  amount  not  exceeding  eight  million  dollars. 

(2)  For  the  purpose  of  securing  the  issue  of  such  bonds 
the  Company  may  execute  a  mortgage  or  mortgages,  not 
inconsistent  with  law  or  with  the  provisions  of  this  Act, 
in  such  form  and  containing  such  provisions  as  are  approved 
by  a  resolution  passed  at  a  special  meeting  of  the  share- 
holders called  for  the  purpose. 

(3)  The  Company  may  charge  and  bind  the  tolls  and 
revenues  of  the  property  to  which  any  such  mortgage 
relates  in  the  manner  and  to  the  extent  therein  specified. 

(4)  The  bonds,  debentures  and  other  securities  of  the 
Company,  or  any  of  the  companies  referred  to  in  sections 
fifteen  and  sixteen  of  this  Act  may,  pursuant  to  any  arrange- 
ment in  that  behalf,  be  made  payable  at  such  times  and  in 
such  manner  and  at  such  place  or  places  in  Canada,  or 
elsewhere,  and  may  bear  such  rate  of  interest  not  exceeding 
seven  per  centum  per  annum  as  the  directors  think  proper. 

12.  The  Company  may  receive  by  grant  from  any 
government,  municipality  or  persons,  as  aid  in  the  con- 
struction, equipment  and  maintenance  of  the  said  bridge 
or  tunnel  and  works  connected  therewith,  any  real  or 
personal  estate  or  property,  or  any  sums  of  money,  deben- 
tures or  subsidies,  either  as  gifts  by  way  of  bonus  or 
guarantee,  or  in  payment  or  as  subventions  for  services  and 
may  dispose  thereof,  and  may  alienate  such  of  the  said 
property  as  is  not  required  for  the  purposes  of  the  Company 
in  carrying  out  the  provisions  of  this  Act. 

13.  Subject  to  the  provisions  of  the  Railway  Act,  the 
Company  may  charge  tolls  for  the  use  of  the  said  bridge  or 
tunnel,  approaches  and  facilities  and  may  regulate  the  tolls 
to  be  charged. 
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14.  The  Company  may  make  agreements  with  any  ^tS^wSh 
company,  body  or  commission,  incorporated  or  created  other 
under  the  laws  of  Canada  or  under  the  laws  of  the  United  comPames- 
States  of  America,  or  the  state  of  New  York,  respecting  the 
financing,  controlling,  construction,  maintenance  and  use 

of  the  said  bridge  or  tunnel  and  its  appurtenances  and 
acquiring  the  approaches  and  lands  therefor  in  the  state  of 
New  York,  as  well  as  in  Canada,  and  may  unite  with  any 
such  company,  body  or  commission  in  financing,  controlling, 
building,  working,  managing,  maintaining  and  using  the 
said  bridge  or  tunnel,  terminals  and  approaches,  and  may 
amalgamate  with  any  such  company,  body  or  commission 
on  such  terms  and  conditions  as  may  be  agreed  upon  and 
subject  to  such  restrictions  as  the  directors  deem  fit,  and 
may  assign,  transfer  and  convey  to  any  such  company, 
body,  or  commission  at  any  time  before  the  completion  of 
the  said  bridge  or  tunnel,  such  part,  if  any,  of  the  said 
bridge  or  tunnel  as  may  then  have  been  constructed,  and 
all  rights  and  powers  acquired  by  the  Company,  including 
those  rights  and  powers  acquired  under  this  Act,  and  also 
all  the  franchises,  surveys,  plans,  works,  plant,  machinery 
and  other  property  to  it  belonging,  upon  such  terms  and 
conditions  as  may  be  agreed  upon  by  the  directors :  Provided  Proviso, 
that  such  agreement  or  agreements,  amalgamation,  union, 
assignment,  transfer  or  conveyance  shall  have  been  first 
approved  by  the  holders  of  two-thirds  of  the  shares  at  a 
special  general  meeting  of  the  shareholders,  duly  called  for 
the  purpose  of  considering  it,  at  which  meeting  share- 
holders representing  at  least  two-thirds  in  number  of  the 
subscribed  shares  of  the  Company  are  present,  or  repre- 
sented by  proxy,  and  that  such  agreement  or  agreements, 
amalgamation,  union,  assignment,  transfer  or  conveyance 
shall  also  have  received  the  sanction  of  the  Governor  in 
Council  and  certified  copies  thereof  shall  be  filed  forthwith 
in  the  office  of  the  Secretary  of  State  for  Canada. 

15.  Upon  an  amalgamation  agreement  being  sanctioned  £frae^ent 
by  the  Governor  in  Council  under  the  last  preceding  section,  gamation. 
the  companies  or  parties  to  such  agreement,  shall  be 
amalgamated,  and  shall  form  one  company  or  body  under 

the  name  and  upon  the  terms  and  conditions  in  such  agree- 
ment provided;  and  the  amalgamated  companies  or  parties 
shall  possess  and  be  vested  with  the  undertakings,  powers, 
rights,  privileges,  franchises  and  properties,  real,  personal 
and  mixed,  belonging  to,  possessed  by,  or  vested  in  the 
companies  or  parties  to  such  agreement,  or  either  of  them, 
or  to  which  they  or  either  of  them  may  be  or  become  en- 
titled, and  shall  be  liable  for  all  claims,  debts,  obligations, 
works,  contracts,  agreements  or  duties,  to  as  full  an  extent 
as  the  said  companies  or  parties  were  or  either  of  them  was 
at  the  time  the  said  amalgamation  took  effect. 
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16.  Subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Governor  in  Council, 
the  said  new  or  amalgamated  company  or  body  may  from 
time  to  time  borrow  such  sums  of  money,  not  exceeding 
eight  million  dollars,  as  may  be  necessary  for  constructing 
and  completing  the  said  bridge  or  tunnel,  and  for  the 
acquiring  of  the  necessary  lands  therefor,  and  may  mortgage 
its  property,  assets,  rents  and  revenues,  present  and  future, 
or  such  portion  thereof  as  may  be  described  in  the  mortgage 
deed,  to  secure  the  payment  thereof. 

17.  The  Company,  in  lieu  of  issuing  its  own  bonds  or 
other  securities,  shall  have  power  to  mortgage,  pledge  or 
hypothecate  all  its  assets  and  undertakings,  rights,  fran- 
chises, and  privileges,  both  present  and  future,  jointly  and 
in  conjunction  with  any  of  the  companies  or  bodies  referred 
to  in  sections  fourteen,  fifteen  and  sixteen  of  this  Act,  to 
secure  payment  of  any  bonds  or  other  securities  issued  by 
such  other  company  or  body  for  the  joint  purposes  of 
the  Company  and  such  other  company  or  body  in  connection 
with  the  construction  of  the  said  bridge  or  tunnel  under  any 
arrangement  which  may  be  entered  into  between  the 
Company  and  such  other  company  or  body  in  respect 
thereof,  and  to  execute  and  deliver  mortgages  or  deeds  of 
trust  by  way  of  mortgage  to  secure  such  payment :  Provided 
always  that  the  Company  shall  not  mortgage,  pledge  or 
hypothecate  its  assets,  undertakings,  rights,  franchises 
and  privileges  or  secure  payment  of  any  bonds  or  other 
securities  to  a  greater  amount  than  eight  million  dollars. 

18.  (1)  The  construction  of  the  said  bridge  or  tunnel 
shall  be  commenced  within  three  years  after  the  Governor 
in  Council  and  the  Executive  of  the  United  States  of  America 
or  other  competent  authority  therein,  have  approved  of  such 
bridging  or  tunnelling,  and  shall  be  completed  within  three 
years  after  such  commencement,  otherwise  the  powers 
granted  by  this  Act  shall  cease  and  be  null  and  void  as 
respects  so  much  of  the  undertaking  as  then  remains  un- 
completed: Provided,  however,  that  if  such  approval  is 
not  obtained  within  three  years  after  the  passing  of  this 
Act,  the  powers  granted  for  the  construction  of  the  said 
bridge  or  tunnel  shall  cease  and  be  null  and  void. 

(2)  Construction  of  the  said  bridge  or  tunnel  shall  not  be 
commenced  until  a  sum  of  at  least  fifty  thousand  dollars 
has  been  paid  into  the  Treasury  of  the  Dominion  of  Canada, 
which  sum  shall  not  be  withdrawn  until  the  said  bridge  or 
tunnel  has  been  opened  for  public  use  and  a  certificate  of 
the  Chief  Engineer  of  the  Company,  or  amalgamated  body 
or  company,  to  that  effect  has  been  filed  with  the  Minister 
of  Finance,  and  such  sum  shall  be  forfeited  to  His  Majesty 
upon  the  order  of  the  Governor  in  Council  if  the  said  bridge 
or  tunnel  is  not  completed  within  the  time  specified  in  this 
section. 
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19.  When  the  corporate  obligations  and  stock  of  the  J^y^t™1*" 
Company  and  of  any  of  the  companies  or  bodies  mentioned  to  bo  con- 
in  sections  fourteen,  fifteen,  sixteen  and  seventeen  of  this  Dom?ni?n. 
Act,  with  which  the  Company  shall  join  or  unite  in  the  con-  etc 
struction  of  said  bridge  or  tunnel,  have  been  retired,  in  the 
manner  prescribed  in  their  by-laws,  then  such  bridge  or  tunnel 
and  the  approaches  thereto  and  all  appurtenant  structures, 
property,  property  rights  and  franchises,  so  far  as  the 
same  are  located  within  the  United  States  of  America,  shall 
be  conveyed  by  the  Company,  its  successors  and  assigns 
without  cost  or  expense  to  the  state  of  New  York  or  to  such 
municipality  or  agency  of  the  state  of  New  York  as  the 
legislature  of  said  state  may  designate,  and  so  far  as  the 
same  are  located  within  Canada  shall  be  conveyed,  without 
cost  or  expense  to  Canada  or  to  such  province,  municipality 
or  agency  thereof  as  the  Governor  in  Council  may  designate, 
and  all  rights,  title,  and  interest  of  the  Company,  its  succes- 
sors and  assigns,  in  such  bridge  or  tunnel  and  the  approaches 
thereto  and  all  appurtenant  structures,  property,  property 
rights  and  franchises,  so  far  as  the  same  are  located  within 
Canada,  shall  then  cease  and  determine:  Provided  always  Proviso, 
that  the  period  for  payment  of  the  obligations  of  the 
companies  or  bodies  and  the  retirement  of  their  capital 
stock  and  any  extension  thereof  and  the  provisions  of  the 
by-laws  of  the  companies,  or  bodies  in  respect  thereof  shall 
have  been  previously  approved  by  the  Governor  in  Council. 

2®.  Notwithstanding  anything  in  this  Act  contained  the  Rights  of 
Company  shall  not  locate,  construct  or  operate  any  of  the  JSfEsaved. 
works  mentioned  in  this  Act  upon  or  connect  the  same  with 
any  highway,  street  or  other  public  place,  without  first 
obtaining  the  consent  expressed  by  by-law,  of  the  munici- 
pality having  jurisdiction  over  such  highway,  street  or 
other  public  place,  and  except  upon  terms  to  be  agreed  upon 
with  such  municipality,  and  failing  such  consent,  within 
sixty  days  from  the  date  of  the  request  made  in  writing  by 
the  Company  for  such  consent  to  the  said  municipality, 
then  upon  such  terms  as  are  fixed  by  The  Board  of  Transport 
Commissioners  for  Canada. 

21.  So  far  as  the  said  bridge  or  tunnel  is  located  within 
Canada  the  employment  of  labour  in  its  construction,  materials, 
maintenance  and  supervision  shall  be  subject  to  the  terms 
and  conditions  of  The  Fair  Wages  and  Hours  of  Labour  Act,  1935  c  39 
1 935 f  it  shall  be  built  by  and  with  Canadian  labour  and 
materials  and,  throughout  its  construction,  the  Company, 
its  successors  or  assigns  shall  supply,  weekly,  to  the  Minister 
of  Labour  a  certified  statement  of  the  names  and  addresses 
of  all  suppliers  of  such  materials  and  of  the  quantities 
supplied  by  each  of  them.

22.  Whenever  in  this  Act  the  expression  "bridge"  or 
"tunnel"  occurs,  it  means,  unless  the  context  otherwise 
requires,  the  bridge  or  tunnel,  approaches,  lands,  works  and 
facilities  by  this  Act  authorized.

23.  The  Company  is  hereby  vested  with  the  full  owner- 
ship of  all  the  property  and  assets,  real  and  personal, 
whatsoever  of  Prescott  and  Ogdensburg  Bridge  Company, 
incorporated  by  chapter  fifty-five  of  the  statutes  of  1939, 
which  are  hereby  transferred  to  the  Company,  and  it  is 
hereby  made  responsible  and  liable  for  all  debts  and  liabi- 
lities whatsoever  of  Prescott  and  Ogdensburg  Bridge 
Company  aforesaid,  as  if  the  said  debts  and  liabilities  had 
been  created  by  the  Company.

CHAP.  78. 


An  Act  respecting  The  Canadian  Fire  Insurance  Company. 

[Assented  to  31st  August,  1946.] 

WHEREAS  The  Canadian  Fire  Insurance  Company,  a  Preamble, 
company  incorporated  by  chapter  seventy-six  of  the  1897j  c  76. 
statutes  of  1897  has  prayed  by  its  petition  that  it  be  enacted  1904',  c.  5S. 
as  hereinafter  set  forth  and  it  is  expedient  to  grant  the 
prayer  of  the  petition:  Therefore  His  Majesty,  by  and  with 
the  advice  and  consent  of  the  Senate  and  House  of  Commons 
of  Canada,  enacts  as  follows: — 

1.  Section  three  of  chapter  seventy-six  of  the  statutes  of 
1897,  as  amended  by  section  one  of  chapter  fifty-eight  of  the 
statutes  of  1904,  is  repealed  and  the  following  substituted 
therefor : — 

"3.  (1)  The  capital  stock  of  the  Company  shall  be  Capital 
one  million  dollars  divided  into  shares  of  fifty  dollars  each :  stock 
Provided  that  the  Company  may  by  resolution  of  its  Proviso 
directors  at  any  time  subdivide  its  shares  into  shares  of 
ten  dollars  each. 

(2)  The  issue  of  shares  of  fifty  dollars  each  heretofore  f^^t] 
made  shall  be  deemed  to  be  validly  issued  in  accordance  shares, 
with  the  legislation  respecting  the  Company  heretofore  in 
force." 


2.  Section  seven  of  chapter  seventy-six  of  the  statutes  of 
1897  is  repealed  and  the  following  substituted  therefor: — 

"7.  (1)  The  Company  may  make  contracts  for  marine  Classes  of 
insurance  and  for  all  classes  or  any  class  of  insurance  other  ShoSzld. 
than  life  insurance  for  which  certificates  of  registry  are  or 
may  be  issued  under  The  Canadian  and  British  Insurance 
Companies  Act,  chapter  forty-six  of  the  statutes  of  1932,  1932,  c>  46 
or  regulations  issued  thereunder,  and  without  limiting  the 
foregoing  may  make  contracts  of  insurance  for  all  or  any 
of  the  following  classes  of  insurance:

(g)  levy  upon  its  members,  or  upon  bodies  to  whom  it 
has  granted  charters  as  authorized  herein,  fees  or

due  in  the  said  benefit  fund  during  the  succeeding  twelve 
months  but  the  amounts  so  allocated  to  the  general  fund 
during  the  said  period  shall  not  exceed  two  months'  assess- 
ments in  the  said  benefit  fund. 

(2)  Notice  of  the  intention  to  make  an  allocation  to  the  Notice  of 
general  fund  of  the  assessments  or  any  part  thereof  falling  premiums.^ 
due  in  any  month  in  the  said  benefit  fund  shall  be  given  in 
the  official  organ  of  the  Society  at  least  one  month  before 
the  due  date  of  the  said  assessments. 

16.  The  Society  shall  be  subject  to  the  provisions  of  1932,  c.  46,

An  Act  to  incorporate  Evangelical  Churches  of  Pentecost. 

[Assented  to  27th  June,  1946.] 

WHEREAS  a  petition  has  been  presented  praying  that 
it  be  enacted  as  hereinafter  set  forth  and  it  is  expe- 
dient to  grant  the  prayer  of  the  petition:  Therefore  His 
Majesty,  by  and  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the  Senate 
and  House  of  Commons  of  Canada,  enacts  as  follows: — 

1.  William  John  Ernest  Baxter,  of  Vancouver,  in  the  Incorporation, 
province  of  British  Columbia,  general  overseer,  Albert  D. 
Marshall,   of  Heinsburg,   in  the  province  of  Alberta, 
secretary-treasurer,  John  V.   Silliker,  of  Trail,  in  the 
province  of|British  Columbia,  ruling  elder,  Allan  Gillett, 

of  Ardmore,  in  the  province  of  Alberta,  ruling  elder,  Milton 
Victor  Brown,  of  Radville,  in  the  province  of  Saskatchewan, 
ruling  elder,  Lorne  O.  Pritchard,  of  Pangman,  in  the 
province  of  Saskatchewan,  ruling  elder,  Glen  S.  McLean, 
of  Eston,  in  the  province  of  Saskatchewan,  ruling  elder,

laws  of  such  province  as  to  the  acquisition  and  holding  of 
lands  by  religious  corporations,  in  so  far  as  such  laws  apply 
to  the  Corporation. 

11.  In  so  far  as  authorization  by  the  Parliament  of 
Canada  is  necessary  any  person  or  corporation  in  whose 
name  any  property,  real  or  personal,  is  held  in  trust  or 
otherwise,  for  the  use  and  purposes  of  the  Corporation,  or 
any  such  person  or  corporation  to  whom  any  such  property 
devolves,  may,  subject  always  to  the  terms  and  con- 
ditions of  any  trust  relating  to  such  property,  transfer 
such  property,  or  any  part  thereof,  to  the  Corporation. 

12.  Any  deed  or  other  instrument  relating  to  real  estate 
vested  in  the  Corporation  or  to  any  interest  in  such  real 
estate,  shall,  if  executed  within  the  jurisdiction  of  the 
Parliament  of  Canada,  be  deemed  to  be  duly  executed  if 
there  is  affixed  thereto  the  seal  of  the  Corporation  and  there 
is  thereon  the  signature  of  any  officer  of  the  Corporation 
duly  authorized  for  such  purpose,  or  of  his  lawful  attorney. 

13.  The  Corporation  may  make  a  gift  of  or  lend  any 
of  its  property,  whether  real  or  personal,  for  or  to  assist 
in  the  erection  or  maintenance  of  any  building  or  buildings 
deemed  necessary  for  any  church,  college,  manse,  school 
or  hospital  or  for  any  other  religious,  charitable,  educa- 
tional, congregational  or  social  purpose  upon  such  terms 
and  upon  such  conditions  as  it  may  deem  expedient. 

14.  The  Corporation  may,  from  time  to  time,  for  the 
purposes  of  the  Corporation, 

(a)  borrow  money  upon  the  credit  of  the  Corporation ; 

(b)  limit  or  increase  the  amount  to  be  borrowed; 

(c)  make,  draw,  accept,  endorse,  or  become  party  to 
promissory  notes  and  bills  of  exchange  and  every  such 
note  or  bill  made,  drawn,  accepted  or  endorsed  by  the 
party  thereto  authorized  by  the  by-laws  of  the  Corpo- 
ration and  countersigned  by  the  proper  party  thereto 
authorized  by  the  by-laws  of  the  Corporation,  shall 
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be  binding  upon  the  Corporation,  and  shall  be  pre- 
sumed to  have  been  made,  drawn,  accepted  or  endorsed 
with  proper  authority  until  the  contrary  is  shown,  and 
it  shall  not  be  necessary  in  any  case  to  have  the  seal 
of  the  Corporation  affixed  to  any  such  note  or  bill; 
(d)  mortgage,  hypothecate,  or  pledge  any  property  of 
the  Corporation,  real  or  personal,  to  secure  the  repay- 
ment of  any  money  borrowed  for  the  purposes  of  the 
Corporation. 

(2)  Nothing  in  this  section  shall  be  construed  to  authorize  Limitation, 
the  Corporation  to  issue  any  note  or  bill  payable  to  bearer 
thereof,  or  any  promissory  note  intended  to  be  circulated  as 
money  or  as  the  note  or  bill  of  a  bank,  or  to  engage  in  the 
business  of  banking  or  insurance. 

15.  The  Corporation  may  also  invest  and  reinvest  any  investment

(a)  in  any  bonds  or  debentures  of  any  municipality  or 
public  school  corporation  or  district  in  Canada,  in

CHAP.  85. 

An  Act  to  amend  the  Act  incorporating  The  National 
Council  of  Women  of  Canada. 

[Assented  to  27th  June,  1946.] 

WHEREAS  The  National  Council  of  Women  of  Canada,  Preamble, 
a  corporation  incorporated  by  chapter  one  hundred 
and  forty-seven  of  the  statutes  of  1914,  has  by  its  petition  1914,  o.  147. 
prayed  that  it  be  enacted  as  hereinafter  set  forth,  and  it  is 
expedient  to  grant  the  prayer  of  the  said  petition :  Therefore 
His  Majesty,  by  and  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the 
Senate  and  House  of  Commons  of  Canada,  enacts  as 
follows : — 

1.  Section  three  of  chapter  one  hundred  and  forty-seven 
of  the  Statutes  of  1914  is  repealed  and  the  following  sub- 
stituted therefor : — 

"3.  The  Council  shall  have  power  for  the  said  object  to  Powers. 

(a)  establish,  in  any  part  of  Canada,  branches  of  the 
Council  to  be  called  Local  Councils,  which  shall  be 
formed  of  federations  of  local  societies,  institutions  and 
associations; 

(b)  establish,  in  any  Province  of  Canada,  Provincial 
Councils,  which  shall  be  formed  of  Local  Councils,  and 
such  other  societies,  institutions  and  associations,  or 
provincial  branches  or  divisions  thereof  in  the  province, 
as  may  be  accepted  for  affiliation ; 

( c )  establish  a  federation  with  it  of  any  nationally 
organized  society  of  women  formed  of  associations 
having  branches  in  various  parts  of  Canada,  and 
having  objects  similar  to  that  of  the  Council; 

( d )  carry  on  work  through  committees  for  the  gathering 
and  spreading  of  information  as  to  conditions  and 
requirements  in  various  parts  of  Canada; 

(e)  inaugurate  new  movements  when  necessary  for  the 
well  being  of  the  community; 

(f)  organize,  or  assist  in  the  organization  of,  new  societies, 
institutions  or  associations  for  specific  purposes  or 
objects  in  keeping  with  that  of  the  Council." 
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2.  Subsections  (2)  and  (3)  of  section  five  of  the  said  Act 
are  repealed  and  the  following  substituted  therefor : — 

4  (2)  The  Council  may  from  time  to  time  alter  or  amend 
the  said  constitution  and  standing  orders  in  any  manner 
not  contrary  to  law,  nor  inconsistent  with  the  provisions  of 
this  Act  and  such  standing  orders  may  be  entitled  and 
referred  to  as  by-laws. 

(3)  The  constitution  and  standing  orders  or  by-laws  shall 
not  be  altered  or  amended  except  at  an  annual  meeting  of 
the  Council,  nor  unless  notice  of  the  proposed  alteration 
or  amendment  has  been  sent  to  the  executive  committee  at 
least  three  months  before  such  meeting."

Notice  of  the  proposed  changes  must  be  sent  to 
the  Executive  Committee  of  the  Council  two  months,  and 
to  each  Local  Council  and/or  Society  belonging  to  the 
Provincial  or  Local  Council,  one  month,  before  such 
meeting."

( b )  to  advance  and  increase  the  diffusion  of  the  faith  of 
the  Church  in  all  lawful  ways; 

(c)  to  organize,  maintain  and  carry  on  in  any  and  all 
parts  of  Canada  churches  and  missions  and  to  erect 
and  maintain  and  conduct  therein  churches,  schools, 
colleges,  hospitals,  dispensaries,  orphanages  and  homes 
for  the  aged; 

(d )  to  promote  the  erection  and  purchase  of  houses  of 
worship  and  parsonages; 

(e )  to  administer  in  Canada  the  property,  business  and 
other  temporal  affairs  of  the  Corporation; 

(f )  to  establish,  support  and  maintain  a  publishing 
house  for  the  purpose  of  printing  and  disseminating 
Gospel  literature  for  the  support  of  the  doctrines  and 
faith  of  the  Church; 

(g )  to  promote  the  spiritual  welfare  of  all  the  churches, 
congregations  and  mission  fields  of  the  Church. 

Manage-  5.  The  affairs  of  the  Corporation  shall  be  managed  by  a 

board  of  directors  consisting  of  five  members  who  shall  be 
the  District  Superintendents  of  the  Church  in  Canada 
elected  or  appointed  only  in  accordance  with  the  by-laws 
of  the  Corporation. 

Member-  6.  Only  members,  lay  or  ministerial,  of  the  Church 

shall  be  eligible  for  membership  in  the  Corporation  and  shall 
be  entitled  to  vote  at  meetings,  or  to  hold  office  or  to  other- 
wise take  part  in  the  government  of  the  Corporation. 

7.  The  Corporation  may  make  such  rules,  regulations 
and  by-laws  as  it  may  deem  necessary  for  the  exercise  of

( b )  the  appointment,  functions,  duties  and  remuneration 
of  all  officers,  agents  and  servants  of  the  Corporation ; 

(c )  the  appointment  of  any  special  committees  or  boards 
from  time  to  time  created  for  the  purposes  of  the  Cor- 
poration and  the  designation  of  their  duties; 

(d)  the  calling  of  meetings,  regular  or  special,  of  the 
Board  of  Directors  of  the  Corporation  or  of  committees 
or  boards ; 

(e )  fixing  the  necessary  quorum  and  procedure  to  be 
followed  at  all  meetings  of  the  Board  of  Directors  of 
the  Corporation  or  of  committees  or  boards; 

(J)  generally  carrying  out  the  objects  and  purposes  of 
the  Corporation. 

8.  (1)  The  Corporation  may  purchase,  take,  have,  hold,  Capacity 
receive,  possess,  retain  and  enjoy  property,  real  or  personal,  and  Si 
corporeal  or  incorporeal,  and  any  or  every  estate  or  interest  property, 
whatsoever  given,  granted,  devised  or  bequeathed  to  it,

(2)  The  Corporation  may  also  hold  such  real  property  or 
estate  therein  as  is  bona  fide  mortgaged  to  it  by  way  of 
security,  or  conveyed  to  it  in  satisfaction  of  debts  or  judg- 
ments recovered.

thereof,  or  for  a  longer  period  than  ten  years  after  it  shall

CHAP.  378. 


An  Act  for  the  relief  of  Katherina  Demidovich  Zouikin. 

[Assented  to  31st  August,  1946.] 

Preamble.  1I7HEREAS  Katherina  Demidovich  Zouikin,  residing  at 
H  the  city  of  Montreal,  in  the  province  of  Quebec, 
saleswoman,  wife  of  Valentin  Zouikin,  who  is  domiciled  in 
Canada  and  residing  at  the  said  city,  has  by  her  petition 
alleged  that  they  were  married  on  the  fifth  day  of  June, 
A.D.  1938,  at  the  said  city,  she  then  being  Katherina 
Demidovich,  a  spinster;  and  whereas  by  her  petition  she 
has  prayed  that,  because  of  his  adultery  since  then,  their 
marriage  be  dissolved;  and  whereas  the  said  marriage  and 
adultery  have  been  proved  by  evidence  adduced  and  it  is 
expedient  that  the  prayer  of  her  petition  be  granted: 
Therefore  His  Majesty,  by  and  with  the  advice  and  consent 
of  the  Senate  and  House  of  Commons  of  Canada,  enacts 
as  follows : — 


Marriage 
dissolved. 


1.  The  said  marriage  between  Katherina  Demidovich 
and  Valentin  Zouikin,  her  husband,  is  hereby  dissolved,  and 
shall  be  henceforth  null  and  void  to  all  intents  and  purposes 
whatsoever. 


Right  to  2.  The  said  Katherina  Demidovich  may  at  any  time 

marry  again.  hereafter  marrv  any  man  whom  she  might  lawfully  marry 

if  the  said  marriage  with  the  said  Valentin  Zouikin  had 

not  been  solemnized.
